On Warrant 


The finance committee in its an- 
nual report and recommendations 
concerning the town warrant urges 
voters to give serious attention to 
the comparison of 195] appropria- 
tions with the requested and recom- 
mended 1952 appropriations in its 
report. 

Even if the cuts it suggests are 
approved there will be an increase 
of $224,377 in 1952 which if ap. 
plied directly to the tax rate would 
mean an increase of approximately 
$12 per $1000. It aden however, 
that due to other moneys available 
to the town the rate will not rise 
this year by any such amount but 
in any case the rise will be sub- 
tantial. An estimate of $4 is the 
probable increase. 

The total requests for 1952 are 
$1,403,983 of which $1,274,258 is 
contained in the department bud-

The Andover Taxpayers’ Assn. 
has made its study of the town 
warrant and is sending a report in a 
pamphlet to all voters of this town. 

Noting that this year each 
$22,000 voted at the town meeting 
represents about $1 of the 1952 tax 
rate, it says that acceptance of its 
recommendations will materially 
assist in keeping the tax rate in- 
crease as small as possible con- 
sistent with the best interests of 
the town. 

‘‘Our tax rate in 1950 was $36. 
If the 1952 tax rate reaches $43 (as 
estimated by the selectmen) it will 
mean that you have had an increase 
in two years of almost 20% on your 
tax bill, despite increased valua- 
tions,’? the report states, ‘This, 
when considered with the increase 
in federal and state taxation,should 
cause you serious concern for econ- 
omy in government. You have the 
power to control directly your local 
taxation if you come to town meet-

More Elm Trees 
Must Come Down 


In his annual report to the board 
of selectmen George R. Abbott, 
moth superintendent, calls atten- 
tion to the widespread growth of 
the dutch elm disease in nearly all 
parts of the town. 

Laboratory tests, he reports, 
showed 95 trees to be infected. Of 
these 60 were removed and the re- 
maining 35 must be destroyed be- 
fore Apr. 1. 

The moth superintendent be- 
lieves the best protection of elms 
by spraying is by helicopter from 
overhead and by mist blower from 
underneath. This seems to be 
borne out in the towns of Marble- 
head, Swampscott, Lynnfield, Wake- 
field, Reading and Lexington where 
several hundred of the more 
valuable elms in each town were 
sprayed by this method. The town 
furnished the insecticide and the 
helicopter cost about one dollar 
per tree. 

Research men have developed 
several chemical compounds which 
when washed into the ground or 
sprayed on the leaves gave promise 
of protecting healthy elms. This

Your Town Meeting 


Your town meeting next Monday night will be asked 


to make appropriations of about $1,413,285, the lar- 
gest in the history of this growing community. 


Of this amount $1,283,560 is requested for the va- 
rious departments to carry on their work during the 
year, and $129,725 is sought in the special articles. 


Last year the town meeting voted $1,115,150 for 
departments and $46,972 for the special articles, a 
total of $1,162,122. 


The increases in department budgets for 1952 are 
due to various causes. There is need for substantial 
equipment in some instances, the full effect of the 
salary increases granted last year will be felt this 
year, insurance is increasing due to new school 
buildings, welfare and old age assistance is grow- 
ing, and the costs of materials remain high. 


In the special articles are many items that will 
call for discussion. Changes in zoning laws, one in- 
volving the Shaw property so that it may be used for 
off-street parking, another relating to a business sec- 
tion in Shawsheen, must be decided. Then there are 
requests for street and sewer improvements, exten- 
sion of the 16-inch water Main from Phillips street to 
the reservoir, the ‘‘Peeping Tom’’ section, new 
equipment, all reflecting the ever-changing conditionss 
that have an effect upon the tax rate. 


In addition to the effect of the warrant on the tax 
rate, the legislature this year relieved many from 
paying the personal property tax by raising the 
exemption from $1000 to $5000. This means a loss of 
about $20,000 in revenue to the town, which makes 
an additional sum that will have to be raised on real 
estate. 


A summary of the special articles is published to- 
day itThe Townsman. Pamphlets will be issued by 
the finance committee and the Andover Taxpayers’ 
association to help you become more familiar with 
the articles and which will indicate their approval or 
disapproval.

HEART and PULSE... 


Doctors say that at birth the heart of a normal baby 
weighs less than an ounce. In adults, the range is from 
7 to 14 ounces, averaging about 10% ounces for men, and 
nearly 9 ounces for women. 


The average pulse rate of adult men at rest is about 72 
beats a minute and of adult women is about 80. During an 
ordinary day there are great fluctuations in the pulse. The 
rate usually is lowest during sleep and goes up toward the 
middle of the day. Activity, digestion, and emotional chan- 
ges cause temporary speeding of the heart beat. 


The pulse also varies with age. The average rate at birth 
is about 130 beats a minute and at the end of the first year 
around 100 or 110. By 12 years of age the rate has usually 
fallen to around 35, and after puberty it decreases to the
